Service failed to get an agreement 
between the coal industry and the 
United Mine Workers. 


The president said he is follow 


ing the law when asked if he plans 
any appeal to the coal miners to 
return to work. 


The.fact-finding board has unti' 
April 5 to make its report. The 
president said he believes its.mem- 
bers will speed their decision. 


'After that?" a reporter asked.
